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THB FIGHT IS ON. 

The fight is on in Nebraska and 
New York to prevent the discontinu- 
Bace of the sign language in .schools 
forthedeaf. In Nebraska, Mr. Booth 
has frankly stated that he intends to 
abolish the language in the school. 
The wishes and appeals of the 
educated deaf carry no weight with 
him whatever. The only course 
open is to appeal to the public. 
Several thousand circulars have 
been printed and are l>eing di.stribut- 
ed as time and funds permit. The 
oralists have had the ear of the 
public for years and have made good 
use of their opportunity. There is 
BO doubt but that if the public can 
be made acquainted with our side of 
the case, the verdict will be on our 
side. 

The use of the sigit language is 
not understood by the general 
public, and this misunderstanding 
has been fostered by representing 
the sign language as being used as a 
substitute for English. No one ad- 
vocates the use of the sign language 
as a substitute for English. But it 
has certain u.ses for chapel services, 
lectures, debates, and for interpret- 
ing public speaking, and for these 
purposes nothing can take its place. 
For that reason it should have a 
place in every school for the deaf, 
— not necessarily in the cla.ss room, 
—but in the broad development of 
the mind, and character of the deaf 
child. 



contention among schools for the deaf 
over this matter of teaching speech 
and speech-reading. All seem to 
agree that it is desirable to make 
speech-reading and speech an im- 
portant subject of study and practice 
in the schools. No one will deny 
that they should be well taught, if 
taught at all. I<et the schools do 
their work well in this as well as in 
other branches and the patrons of 
the schools will settle mooted ques- 
tions of relative value, etc. What 
us l>est for the deaf will ultimately 
prevail in the schools. 

The fullest and freest discussion 
of all questions pertaining to the 
education of the deaf is desirable. 
Let every one contend for what he 
thinks to be best, but let him be 
oit)eu to new light on the subject. 
This is an age of progress and things 
that were once imjx>s.sible are now 
being achieved. The education of 
the deaf is yet in its infancy.

DkarSik:— Your letter to C(Jm- 
mi.s&ioner Andrew S. Draper, New 
York State Education Department, 
has been bandied to me. As in- 
spector of schools for deaf in this 
State, I am in a degree responsible 
for the work iu these schools and 
deeply interested in their success. 

1 am not aware that the sign- 
language is taught ill any of the 
New York schools. It is used 
more or less in several of them. 
The State Education Department 
has taken no action iu regard to 
the matter. 

I may say, however, that greater 
emphasis is jnit mxin the teaching 
of speech-reading aud speech. The 
schools are being urged to improve 
their work in all lines and particu- 
larly in teaching speech-reading 
and speech, in which many of them 
are deficient. 

The ; ' criticism of the 

coinbinoi >i I, so called, is that 

in schools where it is employed 
S{>eech and speech-reading are ueg- 
lected, and the children do not ac- 
quire any mastery of tbein. The 
true test of school work is the re- 
sult of it in caiwcity to do 
The test of instruction in '. 
reading is the ability to read speech 
and tosjieak. If children can be 
taught sigirs, speech and finger- 
sfx-lliug together successfully, uo 
fault can l>e found with .the work, 
as ^it gives three methods of expres- 
sion. In practice, however, this 
result is not being attained. Speech 
and speech reading suffer in every 
combined school in New York

Dear Sir : — Yours of May 6th 
received. I thank you for your 
courteous reply to my letter to Com- 
missioner Draper. 

You are right, signs are not 
taught in the New York Schools, at 
least not in the sense that history 
or arithmetic are taught. The use- 
fullness of the sign language is not 
iu the class room, but for chapel 
services, lectures, debates, and inter- 
preting public addresses. For these 
purposes nothing can take its place. 
These exercises are of great value 
in developing character and especial- 
ly for moral training, and should be 
used in all schools for the deaf. 

You say: "The true test of 
school work is the result of it in 
capacity to do things. ' ' 
Correct. 

Further you say : "The test of 
instruction in speech reading and 
si>eech is ability to read speech and 
tos{^>eak." 
Correct. 

May I go a step further and sug- 
gest that the test of the value of 
speech atid sjieech -reading is the use 
the deaf make of it after they leave 
school. 

If they drop it after leaving school 
it is of no practical value to them, 
and the time laboriously spent in 
acquiring it has in a large measure 
been thrown away. 
And many do drop it. 
In your pajier, " What to Teach," 
published by the Volta Bureau, you 
say : ' ' All other forms of expression 
may be valuable, but speech is of 
supreme value, hrause if is the link 
that connects the deaf child with society, 
the bond that holds him closest to ktn 
and Jriends." T' e mine. 

To persons noi n with the 

deaf your statement may appear true 
beyond question. But in n- iT life it 
is uot true. 

Perfect speech wouUl nc ^sucll a 
bond, but imi^erfect speech is not. 
Many deaf cannot, even under the 
most favorable conditions, attain 
perfect, or even good si^eech. To 
them their speech is not such a bond, 
but oftener a hindrance to close re- 
lations with their kin and friends. 
I will explain why. 
As a preliminary I may state that 
I have met thousands of deaf in 
Europe and America; that I have 
seen ruai^v !" fiif>!i in-innw iti.t it 
work. 

I have III' 1 wiK-u till- ticaf 

speak, and ^ s in the case of 

those ctlucatetl lu oral scho. 
parents and friends, in the i 
desire to improve their sjwech, do 
not learn the manual alphabet. The 
result iu the case of those of limited 
ability to speak and read lips is that 
they have very little intercourse 
witli their kin and friends. 

On the other hand, when the deaf 
do not speak at all, the brothers, 
sisters, and friends invariably learn 
the manual alphabet and often the 
sign lati These deaf are then

than are the sp 

waj's speak tny.self, l>ut I have otten 
envied my n^- -" >-iking deaf friends, 
because .aj ^ it is far easier 

for them to icach their hearing 



only in the home, but also in the 
workshop. 

The complaint is often made that 
hearing people do not care to take 
the trouble to speak to and associate 
with the deaf. This complaint 
comes almost exclnskrely from the 
orally taught deaf. 

The Combined System schools do 
not place as much emphasis on 
speech as do Oral schools. The rea- 
son for this is that they take into 
consideration the life of the deaf 
after they leave school as it actually 
is, not as some people think it 
should be. 

Oral schools may make a better 
showing in speech than Combined. 
This is to be expected, since they place 
so much emphasis on it. But it does 
not follow that they prepare the deal 
better for life, or that the speech 
thus acquired is of greater benefit to 
the deaf than that imparted by the 
Combined System. The chief incen- 
tives to success in speech and speech- 
reading are home inflnence and en- 
couragement as well as adaptability 
of the individual. If these condi- 
tions are favorattle, the deaf with the 
facilities now given to Combined 
schools, will make practical use of 
their speech, if unfavorable, they are 
likely to drop it, whether educated 
orally or in Combined schools. 

The Oral schools are opposed to 
signs and finger-spelling under any 
and all circum.stances. In my opin- 
ion this is a great mistake. I have 
already shown that the deaf with 
poor speech will ' be in better tooch 
with their kin and friends through 
spelling and signs. If they are 
taught these, they will be better 
equipi«d for life, and their speech, 
even though imperfect, will still be 
of some value to them. 

Have you read the report of the 
French scientists, Binet and Simon, 
on their investigations among the 
deaf after leaving school ? If not 
you should read it. You will find 
that it bears out the above state- 
ments in a large measure. 

Now, Mr. Hill, it is evident that 
you have heard the oralist's side of 
this .subject quite fully, and are well 
posted on their argumei^. I(ay I 
not ask that you also look iuro the 
question from the standpoint of the 
deaf, who, after all, are the ones 
most concerned P I do not ask you 
to take my word for it ; but ask you 
to see for jwurself. Look up the deaf 
who have been out of school from five 
to ten years and see how they com- 
municate at home and at work. The 
deaf of New York will gfladly co- 
operate with you, and put you in 
touch with them. Do not confine 
your inquiry to a few of the brighest , 
,bat go among the poorest and dull- 
est, educated in Oral as well as Com- 
bined schools. Such an ivestigation, 
if thoroughly made, would form a 
basis for a true estimate of the value 
of sjieech to the deaf. 

Herewith I send you copies of cor- 
respondence with Mr. Booth, and 
Gov. Aldrich, together with some 
circulars which further explain the 
attitude of the deaf toward tke sign 
language. I would particulary ask 
yoir to read the remarks of Supt. 
Jones, Dr. Tate and Dr. Gallaudet. 
As this subject is of public interest 
add imix)rtance, I will, with your 
permission, make our correspondence 
IHiblic.

I'HKRE in cooRiderable agitation 
in the Hartford pnpera concerning 
the nornenclatnre of one of itH prin- 
cipal BtreetB, The street in ques- 
tion )8 Asylam Street. Just how 
the name wan originally given to 
the street, we bare no data io de- 
termine. Bot we do know that 
with almost every deaf-mute the 
impresaioD obtains that it was so 
named beean^e it passed the school 
for the deaf at Hartford. 

The term asylom applied to a 
ftchool for the deaf is misleading. 
It tends to strengthen the general 
misconception of the uninitiated 
that the Institotions for the Deaf are 
refage«i and retreats. Too many 
•'■'Iile do not know that all of the 
itutionsfor the Deaf in the 
(Jolted Htates are purely education- 
al in character. 

Some years ago, io response to a 
V' — - •■*' and continued protest t»y 
i ited deaf, the name of the 

American Asylum at Hartford viAn 
changed t/> "The American School 
for the Deaf. " There are equally 
goo<l leasODB for changing the name 
of the street from Asylnm to School 
Street. It certainly would obviate 
a vast amount ot public misunder- 
standing if the change were made. 
Asylnm Street runs right past the 
railroad station. It is the first 
name to confront the traveler and 
the stranger in the eity of Hartford. 
Any inqniry as to the reason for 
such au odd name would likely he 
met with the reply that It runs 
jwmt the " Asylnm for Deaf and 
ixjmb ' The street cars carry the 
name conspicaoasly, and the very 
repetition mnst injure the welfare, 
of an already handicapped daw,. 
However much the name of IW(h 
street and school may have 1m en 
justified io the pioneer days of d»jaf- 
mute education, there is Mri ther 
sense nor fltness io the desiipnation 
in these days of advanced evil, are. 

There are other cities wkerein the 
street car signs offend tJke deaf by 
the woid " Asylum." Ttiey should 
all be eliminated — not tfce OAr lines, 
btit the sar signs. The majority of 
t he deaf t>elieve in sigiM, bttt not of 
the cbaraofer now aoder oonsideTa-

The following appeared in the 
Hartford Ooitran/ nnder the caption 
of " Letter from the People. " 

The unsigned commnnication in 
ThursiJay's Cf/urant presents 
altogether too mo«1estly the claims 
of Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet for re- 
cognition by the citiz/ens of Hart- 
tord in a formal and Huitable man- 
ner. Gallaudet is the George 
Washinerton and the Christopher 
Columbus, both wrapped in one, of 
the deaf of America and those in- 
terested in their education. In 
schools for the deaf throuKliout the 
country the tenth of December, hiM 
birthday, is celebrated with con- 
sideration fully equal to that ^iven 
to the twelfth and twenty-second of 
February or Fourth of July. 

The centennial of the founding of 
the American School for Deaf is ap- 
proaching, and that occasion will 
doubtless be marked by some form 
of commemorative assembly here, 
which hundreds of deaf people and 
pducHtors of the deaf will feel mov- 
ed to come on a pilgrimage, to look 
upon the trrave of the founder at 
Cedar Hill, to walk about thesceues 
of his labors and to live over in 
spirit that romantic story of 1817. 
They will c^^ime, not merely fron 
New England, but from all over the 
Union. They will, naturally, look 
around to see what Hartford bas 
done for his memory. 

The very least that they could 
reason b!y expect to see would bo a 
noble statue standing, say, at the 
j'ntrance to the ave.iue leading past 
iht* School for the Deaf, the con- 
junction of Asylum and Farm- 
ingtoii Avenues, which commaiUd- 
ing spot, by the way, is now or- 
namented by a horse watering- 
trough- But that is not enough. 
Hartford not only cives Gallaudet's 
work UX) little recognition of the 
right sort, t<x> much, in fact, of the 
wrong sort. Wherever one tujns 
he is met by the name " Asyliim." 
There are " Asylum avenues" and 
" Asylum street " and "Asylum" 
street-cars, and sevorat more. Un- 
fortunately tht> school founded by 
Gallaudet was originally styled the 
" American AAylum, " hence there 
wa« occasion at one time for these 
seeming c^jmpliments ; but the title 
was chang(.*d, long ye«rs ago, to the 
'• AmencaD School for Deaf. " 
An •' asylum " is a place where in- 
compftent persons are coufln(;d to 
prevent them from doing injury to 
themselves or others, which is a con- 
ception entirely foreign to the pur- 
poses of schools for deaf. Natural- 
ly, then, such a term is resented as 
an insinuation rather than appreciat- 
ed as a compliment. Still worse 
is the unconscious influence of the 
old names so conspicnonsly retain- 
ed. Many well-djsposed but un- 
informed citizens, and the children 
of the oncoming generation, are 
ibereijy led io a mis<;onception of 
the nature nnd capabilities of edu- 
cated deaf people, and and in- 
instice to them results. 

In view of this, woulc' it not be 
one of the most graceful and appro 
priat-e cevitenary memori£.ls po«sit>le, 
to chanire the name of the noble 
avenue passinv l)y the >School for 
Deaf from "Asylum avenu^" to 
" Gallaudet avenuB ?"

We are able to announce now 
that a pledge of *2r),000 has been 
made towards tlie building of a new 
Church for All Souls' Mi.ssion.

After Sunday school Dora and 
her brother John, 14 yeavs old, and 
Marie Fox, of 608 Royden street, 
decide to take a walk in the country. 
They went out Ferry avenue where 
danilelions and other spring flowei-s 
allured them. John and Marie 
crossed the street as the car hove in 
sight along the avoniio. They 
called to Dora ti» wait until the oar 
had passetl. But she was eager to 
rejoin them an<l ran across, only to 
go directly in front of ilie car. 

MotDrmaii Sample*, who had no 
idea the girl would attempt to cross, 
apitlied the brakes and shut off tlie 
power, but his etToiMs were in vain. 
With a dull thud the forward part 
of the car struck Dora's head and 
the little girl was flung to the side 
of the track, an inanimate mass. 
At the lime there wi*re a number of 
passengers aboard as well as persons 
passing and the accident unnerved 
them. When they went to Dora's 
assistance they found that tho spnrk 
of life had fieil. 

C'oroner Saunders was apprised of 
the mailer and he went tothoscene, 
afterwards having the Irody remov- 
ed to the morgue until it was claim- 
ed by Dora's grief-stricken parents. 

Sample was turned over to the 
county authorities this morning, 
irpoii demand of Prosecutor Boyle, 
and nominal bail was fixed for his 
further hearing in court.
